may give you. It may be what we ſhall fay at pre 
ſent for our ſelves herein, may be fatisfaCtory to you : 
However, to ſuch who are reaſonable, who deſire ta 
do to others, as. they would be done unto themfelves ; 
Let us. ask you, why. ſhould-we-be forced-and compel- 
led by rigour, to do. what God: hath not given us to 
believe we may do: without offending him. therein ? 


You ry top ou ſee no' Harm-therein, Suppoſe it be 

ou ſee no Harm therein? then-you may- 
come oft the. better, when to God you muſt come to a 
reckoning, tO give account of all things you have done :' 
For *tis ſaid, The time of Isnorance God winked at. 1 
wiſh you-may reform in what you ſee the Lord would

bring a heavier burden upon your ſelves, which in 
likelihood will be in. outward things, as well as upon 
your Conſciences, which certainly will hereby be load- 
ed, and the rigliteous Spirit of God grieved in -you,, 
to gratifie ſuch-perſons, whoſe Fruits declare them: to 
be. Envious and: Malicious; thongh they pray, that 
God would deliver them from all Envy and- Malice. 
The Lord look upon it, and judge between you and 
us herein. 

Theſe Wardens cauſed us to be cited into the Chan- 
cellours Court, where we often appeared, and wrote 


to them to fſatisfie them concerning our ſelves, and ro 
have.
